888-800-8869 and tell the person that answers that you are making reservation 
for OTR (This is the code). Cost of the rooms is $130 a day, regardless of the number of 
days or number of people in the room. A deposit is required (by credit card). If you must 
cancel, you must do it by 6 pm of the day you are arriving. Rooms should be reserved by 
September 22nd. If you reserve them after that, you will be taking a chance on availability. 
The Holiday Inn has now been totally renovated. If you wish to stay at the Howard Johnson, 
which is also renovated and a half mile from the Holiday Inn, cost per night is $100, a $30 sav- 
ing. There is shuttle service. Call the Holiday Inn and again ask for OTR if you wish to stay at 
the Howard Johnson. If you wish to stay next door at the Sheraton, call 1-800-325-3535. 
Rooms for Friday and Saturday nights are $89 as of July 15th. 

Better rates might be obtained by calling the 800 numbers of Holiday Inn (1-800-465- 
4329) or The Howard Johnson (1-800-446-4656). Don’t forget to try the Sheraton. Try to share 
rooms with someone. Mention AARP and/or AAA if appropriate.
